Project Location (include county): The project is located just north of Highway 101 in the Cities of Redwood City
and Menlo Park at the San Francisco Bay margin. The project is located in the County of San Mateo, State of
California; Latitude - 37.4867, Longitude — 122.1771; Section 22, Township 5S, Range 3W, U.S. Geological Survey
(USG) map Palo Alto.

Project Description: The California Department of Fish and Wildlife (CDFW) has executed Lake and Streambed
Alteration Agreement number 1600-2019-0310-R3, pursuant to section 1602 of the Fish and Game Code to the
project Applicant, San Mateo County Sea Level Rise Resiliency District.

The Project will install bypass culverts containing four parts: (1) a lateral weir diversion structure on Bayfront Canal,
(2) to parallel eight-foot wide by 5-foot tall underground box culverts, (3) an outlet structure in the South Bay Salt
Pond (SBSP) S5 Forebay, and (4) increased capacity of the SBSP Pond S5 Forebay.
